PLATZMAN: Of course I am interested in 
a file of this type in that this Monell was suproed to have 
been working as an informant for the FBI. That is 
something, I think, that the jury oug’* to know about on 
the question of credibility, both as to Monell ari anybody 
else who is introduced concerning Monell, his character, 
good or bad -- and some of the things that he may .ave 
done and what-he informed about are just as relevant and 
just as important. 

Unless there is something in there that 
involves national security or the intecrity of the FBI 


or something that might damage us nationally, or any 
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agency in some way, I see no reason why the entire file 
should not be made available, as we have done with every~ 
thing else where it is possible to have some degree of 
relevancy, to be made available to the jury. 

At this point, of course I do not know what is 
in the file so I cannot really comment to that extent.

Q What type of records are maintained? 

A We maintain applications -- the original 
applications. We microfilm all sales slips and bills 
sent to customers.

would include Jean Grant and Mr. Monell, or of persons 
engaged in a joint enterprise, those statements, declarations 
or acts allegedly in furtherance of the conspiracy are 
admissible and may be considered against the defendant. 

I caution you that it is necessary for the 
Government to demonstrate during the course of this case 
by independent evidence that a conspiracy in fact existed 
and that Mr. Doulin was a member of that conspiracy. 

So these statements now, the conversation between 
Mr. Monell «nd his grandmother, are being introduced subject 
to connection by the Governnent, subject to further proof 


by the Government. Whether that connection is made and 
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whetier that further proof is appropriate and sufficient 
is for the Court. 

In the event I determine it is, you may then 
consider this conversation against the defendant. If I 
determine that it is not, then I will instruct you to dis- 
regard this conversation and not have it play any part 
in your consideration of this case.

MR. JOSSEN: Your Honor, a few matters. 

First, the Government expects to call this morning 
a witness by the name of Flo Hall. 

THE COURT: Flo York Hall? 

MR. JOSSEN: Previ.usly referred to as Flo York 
in the testimony. 


With respect to Mrs. Hall's testimony, the 


Government would like to bring to the Court's attention two - 


or three matters, and revuest a ruling from the Court with 
respect to the same. 

First, I am advised that Mrs. Hall was divorced 
from her former husband, Mr. York, in 1956, on the grounds 
of adultery in New York State. The Government would 
respectfully request that that is a matter which should not 
be examined into on cross-examination in connection with 
the witness in view of the significant amount of time which 
has elapsed since those events. 

THE COURT: Who divorced whom? Who charged whom? 

MR. JOSSEN: It is my understanding that Mrs. 
Hall, Mrs. York at that time, was charged by her husband 
with committing adultery. 


I am further advised that the divorce was uncon- 
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MR. PLATZMAN: I think this goes to the question 
of credibility, honesty, relationships with people, whether 
she could testify falsely or not. 

THE COURT: We don't allow criminal convictions 
which are more than ten years old in under our rule. 
I am inclined to think that this should not be considered 
as more serious than a ten-plus year old criminal conviction. 
You are talking about an event that occurred eighteen 
years ago. 

I think it is a matter clearly within the Court's 
discretion one way or the other. 


MR. PLATZMAN: Since we have so much of this, 


Judge, that involves hearsay, I think the individuals who 


are being asked to produce all of this hearsay evidence 
are being questioned, I think we should have also greater 
leeway in challenging the character of those people. 

If it was direct testimony, I would say maybe 
we could be a little bit tighter, but almost all of this is 
so far basically hearsay -- 

THE COURT: You have a fact that she was living 
with him unmarried, and it would seem to me you can inquire 
about that ere any hesitation. 

MR. PLATZMAN: Under our present mores of the 


young people today, I am not sure that is something we can 
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criticize. It is pretty widespread among the younger 
element. 

However, whether one cheats on his mate or not 
is something that wasn’t accepted then and it still isn't 
quite accepted. 

THE COURT: I gather this was uncontested and 
you know and I know at the time in question there was only 
one ground for divorce in the State of New York, and to 
say the least, divorces at that time based on that ground 
were not always free from suspicion. 


MR. PLATZMAN: Except this, that if we take that 


into consideration, and I do, and I was around in those 


days, too, and therefore didn't bother with divorce 
matters, we also know when they did take place, when it 

was a prearranged thing, it was a meee that assumed that 
position. Very rarely was it the wife, and only when the 
facts showed it was really the wife. 

If we recognize what: your Honor says, I think we 
have to recognize the additio. spect to that situation, 
and we are all mee of it, and the law has been changed. 

MR.JOSSEN: I believe in the circumstances of 
this case that it would have been factually difficult, since 
I am informed Mr. York at around this time was in fact 


incarcerated in the federal penitentiary. 
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THE COURT: Both of you agree that this falls 
within the exercise of the Court's discretion? 

MR. JOSSEN: Yes, sir. 

MR. PLATZMAN: I would think so. 

THE COURT: In view of the remoteness of time, 
some eighteen years prior to today, I am going to exercise 
my discretion to limit the cross-examination on the subject. 
If there is an evidence of adultery within the last ten 
years, I would permit it. Going back beyond that time, 

I think is remote ir point of time and therefore I would 
indicate to you now that I would not permit cross-~examination 
on the subject of adultery at the time or prior to the 
witness’ 1957 divorce. 

Of course, you can object to my excluding this 
evidence and you have an exception. 

MR. PLATZMAN: I would like the record to indicate 


without researching the problem my first gut feeling is 


that it is discretionary. I am not sure. There is no 


section that I know of that prohibits that testimony. 
MR. JOSSEN: Your Honor, I might add -- 
THE COURT: Let Mr. Platzman finish. 
R.PLATZMAN: It is my recollecticn the rules have some refer- 
ence to convictions, but that they don't cover other 


aspects of testimony which might concern themselves with 
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the credibility of the witness, and I would urge that, 
while I really can't say that this is testimony which 
should not be excluded because of the time factor. 

MR. JOSSEN: The rules are clear with respect to 
any conviction as to a crime that is discretionary. The 
rules include a ten-year time limit beyond which there 
should be no inquiry into prior convictions. 

THE COURT: We are speaking of Rule 609 and the 
time you mentioned is the ten years set forth in (b). 

I would suggest, however, we are not talking about 
a conviction of a crime. I would suggest that I am basing 
my ruling on latitude permitted me under Rule 403 which 
permits me to exclude what otherwise might be considered 
relevant evidence on the grounds of unfair prejudice. 


The rule reads: 


"Although relevant, evidence may be excluded if 


its probative value is substantially outweighed by the 
danger of unfair prejudice, confusion of the issues, or 
misleading the jury, or by considerations of undue delay, 
waste of time or neetiase presentation of cumulative 
evidence." 

I rest my decision on the former part of Ruie 403. 


MR. PLATZMAN: Then as far as the record is 


concerned, I would like to state that it is my opinion that 
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403 does not apply, and we object to your Honor's ruling 
on that ground. 

THE COURT: Off the record. 

(Discussion off the record) 

MR. JOSSEN: Your Honor, there are two other 
matters in connection with the same witness. 

The Government checked to determine whether 
Mrs. Hall or Mrs. York has any record of prior criminal 
convictions or arrests. I am informed that no such record 
actually exists. 

However, the witness has advised me that in 12975; 
this year, and back in 1970, there were two incic its 
which somehow or other led to her appearing in court with 
respect to some claim of alleged assault on her part. 

Now she indicated that neither situation resulted 
in a formal arrest, nor was anything further done. In 
fact, from what I understand, if there were any charges, 


they were dismissed. We have not been able to find any 


specific record of any arrest or of any charge. 


It may well be that such relate to the civil 
complaint rather than criminal complaint. 

In an excess of caution, the Government is advising 
the Court of this, and again requesting that there be no 


inquiry permitted into it on ercss-examination. 
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THE COURT: I think here counsel can inquire at 
his peril. If there is no conviction and you have no 
evidence of any prior conviction, I would think that she 
certainly couldn't be impeached by evidence of conviction 
of a crime. What happened in 1975 I know not. 

I would suggest if you want to inquire I am going 
to permit you to do it, but I say you will be in a position, 
unless you have information beyond what has been disclosed 
to me here, Mr. P°atzman, that probably it wouldn't get you 
very far. 

MR. PLATZMAN: I don't have anything other than 
what counsel has indicated. 

I did intend to ask her if she was convicted of 
a crime. I was going to ask her on the question of estab- 
lishing character.or believability whether she has been 
arrested for any crime. 

THE COURT: What about arrests? I think that 
that matter is something we should take up. Convicted of 
a crime, yes, absolutely. 

"Have you ever been arrested?" I think at this 
stage in the case, “Have you ever been arrested?" would be 
an inappropriate question. 

If you want to argue the point further, I will 


listen to you. 


MR. PLATZMAN: We are dealing here with a 
situation where you have got two or three very critical 
witnesses that go to che heart of the Government's case. 
One is Monell, the other is York, and the third probably 
Mrs. Grant. 

We've got what we consider to be two of them who 
are rather unsavory characters, Monel) and York, and since 
part.cularly the testimony of both of them appears to be 
hearsay and the whole background and reputation doesn't 
seem to be the greatest, I think that the defendant should 
be given the greatest amount of leeway in trying to 
attack these witnesses for a determination by the jury as 
to whether or not they should be believed. 

I think that it boils down simply to just that. 
If she has a background which is bad, I think the jury 
ought to see a little bit of the picture of that person. 


THE COURT: I am going to let you inquire or the 


subject, but I would suggest, in accordance with my prior 


ruling, you should stay within the last ten years. I don't 
think you have anything beyond that, do you? 

MR. PLATZMAN: No, I don't. I didn't have anything 
All I was going to do is ask her. 

THE COURT: I will let you ask that question. 


MR. JOSSEN: Your Honor, finally, I would like the 
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record to reflect the following: 

This morning in my office I received a phone cal! 
from Mrs. Grant. Mrs. Grant advised me that she was calling 
from her home in High Falls; that she had, according to her, 
previously spoken with your Honor, and claimed that she was 
medically unable to appear in court today to testify. 

She further advised me that your Honor had directed 
her to report here today at 2:00 o'clock, and she continued 
to state that it would be difficult, if not impossible, 


for ner to come down because of her current medical con- 


dition. 

I also spoke with her husband, Mr. Grant, and I 
indicated to him Mrs. Grant was under subpoena and if, in 
fact, your Honor had instructed her to be here, it was her 
obligation to appear. 

Mrs. Grant also made reference to the fact 
that she has claustrophobia, would have difficult coming 
up to the sixth floor to testify in tue courtroom, wanted 


to know if the proceedin.«5 could be taken on the first 


floor. “She said that she wanted to avoid being in an 


elevator, and I was further asked whether we would have a 
doctor here. 
I reminded her of what I understood to be your 


Honor's direction that she be here at 2:00 o'clock.

THE COURT: I received a telephone call at 


9:05 a.m. this morning. The operator got on first and 


indicated the call was long distance. A male voice then 


got on and indicated that he was calling for Mrs. Grant 
and he then said he was putting Mrs. Grant on the 
telephone. 

A woman got on the phone and indicated that she 
was Mrs. Grant and indicated to me that she would not be 
here today to testify because she had an appointment to 
visit a doctor. She didn't specify who the doctor was, but 
she was going to visit «he doctor. She indicated that she 
was too il! te testify. I indicated to her that if she 
was going out to the doctor, it seemed to me we could 
provide her with appropriate transportation here, if she 
requested it I would order the Government to bring her 
here by ambulance with appropriate medical care. She said 
that she was too sicl, and *hat she was going to the doctor. 

I then instructed her to appear here in the 
courthouse at 2:00 p.m. She indicated at that po.nt that 
even if she came down she was not able to ride in elevators, 
that she had some problem -- she didn't use the word 
"claustrophobia" to me. 

said, if that's the case I will see she is

Her response was that she would not attend. 

I indicated that this was a most serious matter. 
I instructed her to be here at 2:00 o'clock this afternoon 
and at that point she hung up.

1975, Mr. Monell executed a waiver of his attorney-client 
privilege in this case. Although it may not have been 
relevant up to this point, f think with the following 
witness it may be important, and I thought he should 
agree in court it is his signature, although it is a 
notarized document, so we have no problem should he leave 
the jurisdiction to return to the Virgin Islands or 
wherever he may go. 

THE WITNESS: This is the one I filled out in 
St. The..w.- 

THE COURT: You signed this waiver? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COURT: It was explained to you by signing 
this document you were waiving your attorney-client 
privilege; is that correct? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, your Honor.

I recognize the problem that she has with her 
health. We will try very hard to accommodate her in every 
way, not to make her appearance unduly hard upon her. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: Thank you, your Honor. 

I do not have the warrant with me. Would it be 
possible to have it signed later today or the first thing 
in the morning?
